He said he would first go 
to New York to meet with 
businessmen who were in- 
terested in commercial op- 
portunities in Japan. 

Mr Allison declined to com- 
ment on the recent disturbance 
in the Japanese Dict or the 
effect that these and other 
difficulties may have on the 
Yoshida Government's pro- 
gramme.

Just returned from a six months’ stay in the 
United States, and trying to get used to British 
reading habits again, ts Miss Monica Webster, 
branch librarian at Northfleet, Kent. 


Across the Atlantic Miss 
Webster soon found that 
the British are far more 
“bookish” than the Ameri-

New Speed 
Record 


Washington, June 8. 
Lt.-Col. John P. Stapp 
recently hurtled to a new 
ground speed record of 421 
miles an hour on a rocket- 
propelled sled in the New 
Mexico desert, the Air 
Force announced tonight. 
The Alr Force flight surgeon 
reached the unprecedented specd 
over the ground in tests at 
Holloman Alr Force base, 
Alam2gordo, New Mexico. They 
were designed to learn what 
will happen to pilots bailing out 
of supersonic aseroplancs at 
altitudes of 40,000 fect and 
higher. 


The previous land specd ru- 
cord was set in September 16, 
1047, when John R, Cobb, driv- 
ing a Railton Mobil, reached o 
speed of 403.195 miles an hour 
in Utah, 

The sled, mounted on heavy 
rails bedded in concrete, was 
brought to an abrupt stop im- 
posing a force on Stapp equal 
to 22 times his own welght. 
In other words, his body ot the 
time the sled decelerated 
“welghed” 3,900 pounds.

A Bell of Peace was presented to the United 


Nations yesterday on behalf of the Japanese 


people. 


Making the presentation, Mr Renzo Sawada, 
permanent observer of Japan to the 
“This bell is the very symbol 
of the aspiration of the Japanese people for 
The hopes and expecta- 
tions placed on the United Nations by the Japanese 
people toward materialisation of permanent world 
peace have prompted them to donate this bell to 


Nations, declared: 


absolute world peace. 


this world organisation.” 


Mr Benjamin Cohen, Assis~ 
tant Sccretary - General in 
charge of the Department of 
Public Information, accepted 
the gift on behalf of the 
Secretary-Gencral. 

Referring to the two atom 
bombs dropped on Nagasaki and 
Hiroshima jn 1945. Mr Cohen 
said: ‘“The Japanese pcople 
know better than all others tho 
terrifying effectiveness of modern 
weapons of mass destruction. 
They want peace and an op- 
portunity to rebuild thelr war 
shattered economy and to_ re- 
store Japan to o position of in- 
fluence in the world.” 

Mr Cohen offered the hope 
that the bell would = “stand 
through the wars undisturbed 
by the voices of controversy.... 
and Jet it toll not for thoso who 
die at war but for those who 
live in pence.” 

Members of the Trusteeship 
Council during a short recess 
{in their meeting gathered on 
an upstairs floor to watch the 
unvelling ceremony. Among 
them was Mr Semyon Tsarap- 
kin, acting Chief Sovict delegate 
to the world organisation, 

The bell, now stands in a 
temporary location just out- 
aide the conference building.

Soon after tho unveiling ccre- 
mony, Mr Sawada gave the 
onlookers, _ including _ several 
members of the Japanese com- 
munity in New York, an op- 
portunity to hear the deep clear 
tone of the bell.
